Election issues reviewed for voters

With less than one week be- 
fore election day, campaign 
momentum for local and state 
issues is on the incline. 

State proposals on the ballot 
include the controversial Prop- 
osal A, which will halt Medi- 
caid-funded abortions in Michi- 
gan, if passed. 

Those who support the prop- 
osal claim our government 
cannot afford to pay $6 million 
for about 18,500 Medicaid- 
funded abortions performed 


annually. 

Opponents say banning 
Medicaid-funded abortions 
could increase the number of 
children eligible for public 
assistance and result in much 
higher expenses for Michigan. 

Receiving far less con- 
troversy is Proposal B, which 
would amend the constitution 
to increase crime victims’ 
rights. 

Among those rights would be 
notification of court proceed- 
ings and the right to attend 
trials, the right to confer with 


the prosecution, and the right 
to make a statement at sen- 
tencing. 

Two final state proposals are 
concerned with the environ- 
ment. 

Proposal C would authorize 
the state to provide $660 million 
for environmental protection. 
Proposal D asks for $140 mil- 
lion for recreation projects. 

Neither proposal would re- 
sult in a tax increase if passed. 
Money to repay the bond 
obligations would come from a 


general fund. 

On a local level, two millage 
proposals will be on the ballot 
for Romulus Community 
Schools. 

The 1988-89 millage proposal 
requests a 4.5-mill tax increase 
for general school operations. 
Proposed for the 1989-90 and 
1990-91 school years is a 2-mill 
tax increase. 

Officials from the Romulus 
Board of Education stress that 
the proposals would not mean a 
tax increase. Instead, money 
would be transferred from a 
debt fund into a general fund. 


Extra district 
judge unlikely

A third judge for the 34th Dis- 
trict Court remains a long- 
term possibility. 

Last year, members of the 
State Court Administration de- 
cided the district court was 
eligible for a third judge be- 
cause of its caseload. In 1987, 
34,328 were heard in the court, 
according to Nancy Schuette, 
court administrator. 

Because cases were not 
backing up, and the district 
court does not have facilities 
for a third judge, court officials 
did not arrange for the addi- 
tion. 

Although court cases are not 
backed up now, Schuette said 
sooner or later the need for a 
third judge will surface, and the 
State Court Administration 
members will insist a third 
judge join the district court. 
“Our case load will be such 
that, ..they will say you will 
have a third judge,” she said. 

According to Schuette, the 
34th District Court is the 
second busiest district court in 
western Wayne County, includ- 
ing those in Livonia, Bedford* 
Westland, Dearborn, Dearborn 
Heights, Taylor, Woodhaven 
and Plymouth. 

Nevertheless, the 34th Dis- 
trict Court is without facilities 
for another judge, and court 
officials have not decided how 
to handle an addition, 

One possibility is to enlarge

the building. When the court- 
house was built 10 years ago, 
room was left at the back of the 
property for two additional 
courtrooms.

Lack of funds prevent 

downtown revitalization

Although revitalization of the 
downtown area remains a ma- 
jor concern for Romulus city 
officials, lack of funds are pre- 
venting major changes, said 
Dennis Oakes, Economic De- 
velopment Director for the 
city. 

The Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) can use two 
methods to raise money. One 
option is a millage increase li- 
mited to 2 mills per year which 
would only supply an addition- 
al $8,000 to $9,000, said Oakes. 

Another option is tax incre- 
ment financing which means 
all tax revenue from new down- 
town development could be 
earmarked for the downtown 
area. 

However, the likelihood of 
downtown development in the 
near future is slim, Oakes said. 

These problems stem from 
the nature of downtown Romu- 
lus, Oakes added. The area is 
isolated and not within the area 
of new growth in the city. 

In addition, “there simply is 
no land left,” Oakes said, ex- 
plaining that the downtown 
area is hemmed by residential 
development. 

Some hope for the area com- 
es from a recent report put out 
by the DDA which proposes a 
number of relatively low-cost 
improvements. 

These proposals concentrate 
on improvements in adminis- 
tration, parking and the aes- 
thetic appearance of the area. 

Suggestions for administra- 
tion improvement include 
making the DDA a priority 
code enforcement district, city 
codes such as keeping the area 
litter-free would be enforced. 
Also suggested is a regular 
marketing program for the 
area. 

For improved parking, the 
report suggests a number of

County student 
count declines 

Results of the preliminary 
fourth Friday count in all 
Wayne County school districts 
Sept. 30 revealed a 1.9-percent 
decline in overall school enroll- 
ment, according to officials 
from the Wayne County In- 
termediate School District, 

Total count for all Wayne 
County school districts is 367,178 
- a decline of 7,062 for the 1987 
audited membership. Adult 
education programs showed the 
greatest variance in enroll- 
ment, with a 5-percent decline. 

Total K-12 enrollment figures 
were down 1,7 percent com- 
pared to last year. In 1987, en- 
rollment figures decreased 1.2 
percent from 1986 figures.

schools would not be 
approved by voters.

Public hospital authority assets 


Final budget review 
now due for county

The Wayne County budget 
should be in the hands of county 
commissioners this week, 
according to Mary Lannoye, 
county budget director. 

The county charter requires 
that the budget be in the hands 
of commissioners that first 
week of November. The county 
fiscal year ends Nov. 30. 

Budget hearings have been 
staged throughout the past 
month, with each department 
chief expressing his views on 
the budget presented by W ayne 
County Executive Edward 
McNamara. 

Lannoye said she has little in- 
formation on the discussions, 
as they are staged by members 
of the county ways and means 
committee. 

Once hearings are complete, 
members of the committee file 
their version of the budget with 
the commissioners, Lannoye 
said. 

The most controversial por- 
tion of McNamara's budget in- 
volves the slicing of a dental 
program for the county indi- 
gent-care patients. McNamar- 
a's budget sacrificed the prog- 
ram so more money could be 
funneled into areas of infant 
mortality and day care. 

If the measure is approved, 
dental clinics in Inkster, West- 
land, Taylor, Sumpter 


Township and the Downriver 
area will be closed. 

Vernice Anthony, assistant 
county executive for health and 
community services, said 
many of the services provided 
at these clinics are also co- 
vered by Medicaid. 

The remainder of McNamar- 
a's $254.3 million budget has 
generated little controversy. 

The budget tops the 1988 
budget by nearly $28 miUion 
and is balanced, as required by 
state law. 

Beyond complying with col- 
lective-bargaining agreements 
and accounting for normal in- 
flationary costs, county de- 
partments received few 
budgetary increases, Lannoye 
$aid. 

A $10.5 million increase has 
been recommended for the 
fund, which provides programs 
for deliquent, abuse and neg- 
lected youth in the county. An 
additional $2 million is ear- 
marked for a youth camp. 

Approximately $800,000 is to 
be cut from the county sheriffs 
fund, if McNamara's budget 
remains intact. This cut will 
lead to a decrease in secon- 
dary-road patrols throughout 
the county, Lannoye said. 

Nearly $170 million of county 
revenues come from the tax- 
payers. Additional revenues 
will be collected through a vari- 
ety of state and federal sub- 
sidies, fees and through inter- 
department transfers.

Serving western Wayne County for more than 100 years

The gears have been set in 
motion to restructure the Peo- 
ples Community Hospital Au- 
thority into a private, non- 
profit organization. 

Board members of the PCHA 
approved the transfer of PCHA 
assets to the new organization. 

Board members ruled 28-5 in 
favor of the transfer at the 
monthly board meeting. Those 
voting against the action were 
Lawrence Lackey, of Ecorse, 
Thomas Pillar, Melvindale, 
Pauline Mojica, Woodhaven, 
Leo Kyko, and Refugio Torres, 
Southgate. 

The ruling allows assets 
from PCHA to be transferred to 
United Care Inc. , a private non- 
pro fit organization. The 
monies are to be used specifi- 
cally for health care purposes, 
according to the resolution. 

PCHA was given legislative 
authority last June when mem- 
bers of both houses of the state 
Legislature voted in favor of the 
reorganization. Gov. James 
Blanchard signed the bill, 
House Bill 5755, into law in 
July. 

The PCHA was formed in 
1945 by Public Act 47 to bring 
quality health care to the west- 
ern Wayne County and Dow- 
nriver areas. The agency is sup- 
ported by 24 member communi- 
ties and governed by a 47-member 
board of directors. 

The resolution cited that the 
PCHA has been operating at a 
deficit for the past three years 
and PCHA board members 
concluded the public interest 
would be better served if the 
‘‘Authority reorganized as a 
corporation and affiliate with a 


tertiary, teaching, or medical 
center institution/' 

Acting as a non-profit orga- 
nization, United Care Inc. can 
now enter into an affiliation 
agreement with Oakwood 
Health Services to "effectively 
utilize existing facilities as 
part of a total health care deliv- 
ery system, including the recruit- 
ment and retention of physi- 
cians/ # 

The assets of the hospital au- 
thority can be transferred be- 
tween now and the first part of 
January, according to Mau- 
reen Camps, hospital spokes- 
woman ♦ 

“This vote finalizes the 
transfer of the assets to United 
Care. It won't affect the hospit- 
al services. It's really a change 
in the governance of the au- 
thority, 1 ' Camps said. '‘It will 
change in strategic changes 
and business. The people work- 
ing in the hospital won't really 
notice a difference. Because as 
employees, we are part of the 
assets that go over/ 1 

The last PCHA board meet- 
ing could be staged in January. 
At that time, board members of 
United Care Inc*, who were 
chosen at a June board meet- 
ing, would then be the gov- 
erning body of the authority, 
Camps said Bylaws and arti- 
cles of incorporation have 
already been drafted and 
approved for the new corpora- 
tion. 

Now that the resolution has 
been adopted, the 24 member 
communities of PCHA will 
have the option of withdrawing 
from the new corporation. In 
addition, communities that 
wish to remain as member 
communties will not be levied a 
millage rate. The PCHA is 


allowed to levy up to .4 mills to 
member communities. Cur- 
rently, the rate is .2 mills. 

"The communities have 60 
days to determine if they want 
to remain in the PCHA. They 
have the opportunity to stay or 
get out, 11 Camps said. 

The resolution cited com- 
munities wishing to withdraw 
must adopt a resolution within 
60 days of the vote, staged last 
Thursday. 

But, it said “...the resolution 
is only effective upon transfer 
of the ‘hospital' and further, 
that failure to adopt such a re- 
solution will leave the com- 
munity as a member of the 
Hospital Authority/* 

The PCHA owns and oper- 
ates five hospitals in western 
Wayne County and Downriver 
including: Annapolis Hospital, 
in Wayne; Beyer Memorial, 
Ypsilanti; Heritage, Taylor; 
Outer Drive, Lincoln Park; 
Seaway, Trenton ; and ambula- 
tory care centers in Brown- 
stown Township, Livonia and 
Westland.

The number of registered vo- 
ters in Romulus is 14,459.

Romulus favored the Demo- 
crats in 1980. With 49 percent of 
the electorate voting. Carter 
edged out Reagan 4,270 to 3,255. 
In 1984, the tide turned. Reagan

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91 1 phone system ‘on target’ in western Wayne

Western Wayne County com- 
munities are “on target" with 
their plans to implement the En- 
hanced 911 emergency tele- 
phone system, according to 
Joseph Benyo, project coordi- 
nator. 

“Most of the communities 
have either ordered their equip- 
ment or are ready to order be- 
fore Nov. 12," said Benyo, who is 
coordinating the program for 
the 17-community Conference 
of Western Wayne, "At this time 
local city councils and township 
boards are meeting to approve 
the funding. However, the com- 
munities do not have to pay for 
the Enhanced 911 equipment un- 
til it is up and running - in early 
1989.'* 

Benyo said the cost of the 
equipment can be financed 
through Michigan Bell or one of 
several other alternatives. 

"While the communities are 
waiting to received their equip- 
ment orders, they are preparing 
their equipment rooms and 
doing any necessary wiring," 
Benyo said. "After Jan. 1, we 
will be in a test mode operation, 
and we will be in a better posi- 
tion to predict a start up date for 
the system. 

The only community which 
has balked about the cost of the 
Enhanced 91 1 system is Inkster, 
according to Benyo. 

Some erroneous information 
was given to Inkster officials re- 
garding the compatibility of the 
Enhanced 911 system with their 
current emergency system, 
which resulted in some confu- 
sion about the cost of the sys- 
tem, Benyo said. However, the 
project coordinator has been 
working with city representa- 
tives and believes the misunder- 
standings have been worked 
out.

If Inkster, or any other com- 
munity, does not purchased the 
terminal equipment, it would be 
served with a “phone only" 
emergency line. In other words, 
Benyo said, if an emergency 
would be called in, there would 
not be a system to record the 
phone number or the location of 
the call. 

Communities may choose to 
install an Automatic Number 
Index system - which provides 
the phone number of the caller - 
or an Automatic Location Index 
system - which prints the 
address of the caller. Optional 
equipment also can hook up the 
emergency line with fire and 
police vehicles on-board equip- 
ment to further expedite the 
emergency service. 

Another option, according to 
Benyo, is a "speed caller" with 
pre-de signaled buttons for va- 
rious numbers. If, for example, 
a call needs to be relayed, the 
dispatcher can push the pre- 
designated button of another 
service and still remain on the 
line to see whether the call has 
been properly handled without 
disconnecting the call. 

Van Buren Township is one of 
the communities which has 
ordered “a full package,” 
according to Police Chief 
Joseph Davies. 

"I believe this is really good 
news for residents," Davies 
said. "It's very important to 
have a system that identifies the 
address of the caller on the 
emergency line. Many times 
people are so upset when they 
report a fire or an instance of a 
heart attack that they forget to 
give complete information." 


‘Problems prevented’ 

Can the Enhanced 911 system in western Wayne County 
avoid the problems that have plagued the emergency tele- 
phone system in neighboring Detroit? 

Problems can be avoided, according to Joseph Benyo, 
coordinator of the E91 1 system for the 17-community Con- 
ference of Western Wayne, “through the effective training 
of dispatchers and a program of public relations and com- 
munity awareness." 

Benyo speculated that many of the problems in the Detroit 
system are caused by improper use of the emergency line 
for non-emergency calls. 

“We are going to launch an extensive campaign to edu- 
cate people about Enhanced 911/* Benyo said. “We 11 be 
going to schools, churches, clubs, senior citizens groups and 
other organizations to inform people about the use of the 
emergency service." 

Benyo said his focus will be on promoting an awareness of 
E911 as a service for “life threatening situations," not for 
routine police or fire calls. 

“Emergencies such a someone having a heart attack, a 
robbery in progress or a baby being bom are situations 
where the E911 number should be call," Benyo said, “Any 
incident that could be handled by a routine call to the police, 
should not be dialed through the Enhanced 911 number. A 
broken ankle, for example, is a serious incident, but not a 
life-threatening situation.” 

Benyo noted that if the Enhanced 911 number is not used 
properly, the line will be tied up when emergency calls are 
received and problems will result. 

“When non-emergency calls are received, then the dis- 
patcher must evaluate the situation and make a decision on 
whether or not the call merits the emergency status or if it is 
aj’outine matter," Benyo said. “When that happens, it slows 
down the system and causes a lot of frustration. Both the 
dispatcher and the caller can become frustrated when a lot 
of questions must be asked to determine whether or not an 
emergency exists. If the public understands that Enhanced 
91 1 is for life-threatening emergencies and limits their calls 
to these, then the system will run smoothly." 




GENERIC DRUGS: 

YES OR NO?

One study of a small group of healthy 
young men is enough to get a generic drug 
on [he market. In contrast, multiple 
double-blind studies are done on large 
groups of sick patients before an 
application for approval can be submitted. 

A double-blind study means that a 
group of patients with the same diagnosis 
is divided into a control group (they get a 
sugar pill that looks like the real drug), 
and a treated group (they get the real 
drug). Then the results and reactions are 
tabulated. 

Tl can take years and much money 
before completing this process and 
preparation for presentation to the Federal 
Drug Administration. The ED A. may 
then have “unbiased" groups re-do these 
studies to see if they get the same results. 
Thus, more years may pass before a 
promising drug can reach the pattern, 
while a generic drug can get to the market 
in weeks or months. 

The bottom line is Bioequi valence; that 
is, what happens to the drug after it is 
swallowed; how well is it absorbed into the 
bloodstream; and does it have the desired 
effect? 

Thirty years ago it was found that some 
drugs did not dissolve as well as others; 10 
years later it was learned that even 
dissolved, some drugs were not absorbed. 
Twenty years ago many antibiotics had to be 
recalled because of poor Bioequi valence.

Since then Digoxin (heart medicine); 
Prednisone (a Cortisone product); 

Dilantin (taken For epilepsy); Furosemide 
(a water pill); a Quinidine product (used 
for heart irregularities); and more recently, 
Indcral (a multi-purpose heart and blood 
pressure medication), and one of the 
blood-sugar reducing tablets, have also 
been found to be inadequate in 
Bioequivalence. 

Among older patients there are many 
additional factors that influence drug 
effect. Things such as kidney disease, liver 
insufficiency and stomach problems 
interfere with drug effect. 

The original study of generic drug costs, 
done in Massachusetts, showed an overall 
savings of one percent. A recent study 
shows that generic drugs can vary in price 
up to 60 percent among various 
pharmacies. Particularly with drugs that 
must be taken continuously for many years 
(not unusual among senior citizens), 
savings will be very low. In fact, some 
generic drugs actually cost more and this 
requires considerable shopping by the 
patient, Now, with the increase in 
medicare deductibles, the cost of drugs for 
elderly patients becomes even more critical. 

At a recent conference, the American 
Academy of Family Physicians announced 
that its members “could not honestly 
guarantee the effects of some generic 
drugs for their patients."

"What can I say? These kids 
knew I wanted to win this one.

The victory could be Glover's 
last as rumors continue to 
spread that the veteran Romu- 
lus coach may be stepping 
down. It has been a frustrating 
year for Glover whose club post- 
ed a 2-7 overall record and failed 
to w in a game in the tough South 
Central Conference, 
ence. 


Belleville Coach Dave 
McCarney was disappointed 
and frustrated over the season - 
ending setback. It is the second 
time in as many years that 
Romulus has handed the Ti- 
gers a defeat in the final game 
of the year. 

"The loss was a nightmare,” 
McCarney said "A disappoint- 
ing toss for us and you have to 
give Romulus credit. They 
came to play - we didn't. And, 
obviously, this wasn't a very 
nice way to end the season. ” 

Romulus, indeed, came to 
play and came up with the big 
plays. And it was Aro Trinity 
who engineered the upset. The 
senior running back caught a 
63-yard pass from quarterback 
Bobbie Holt to score early in 


the second quarter to put the 
Eagles up by six points, then in 
the same period provided the 
visitors with the insurance TD 
on a 72-yard touchdown run 
pulled off on a trap play. He 
also scored the two-point con- 
version. 

Trinity finished the evening 
with the two touchdowns and 
183 yards on 23 carries. 

But Belleville had and mis- 


sed its golden opportunities. 

Early in the first quarter, 
Belleville's Joey Yuhas reco- 
vered a mishandled punt on the 
Eagle 18-yard line. Smelling 
touchdown, the Tigers went for 
the kill. However, after two 
consecutive holding penalties 
that hurled them back out of 
range and a loss of four on their 
third try, it appeared that the 


handwriting was clearly on the 
wall. 

Belleville saw two other 
separate touchdown threats 
dissipate. On their third pos- 
session, quarterback Jeremy 
Ison initiated a drive that took 
the Tigers downfield to the 
Romulus six where, on the 
seventh play of the series, he 
handed off to Virgil Chandler. 
Chandler looked as if he had 
pay dirt when one of the Romu- 
lus backs nailed him, and the 
ball popped out of the senior 
running back's hands and land- 
ed in the Eagle end zone where 
it was recovered by Romulus. 

Finally, a pass from Ison to 
Craig Chance with time run- 
ning out fell one yard shy of a 


touchdown as the first half 
ended. 

Glover lauded his offensive 
line and the play of Eddie Mil- 
ler, who was converted to cen- 
ter from tackle, for the team’s 
success. He singled out guards 
Ralph Farrell and Joe House- 
holder and tackle Maurice Win- 
dham for exceptional perform- 
ances. 

Romulus finished the season 
with a two-game winning 
streak and a 2-7 overall record, 
while Belleville had a 3-6 over- 
all mark. 

"These kids showed me in 
the last two games what they 
are really capable of doing,” 
Glover said, “Unfortunately, 
it's the end of the season.”

Bay City John Glenn, the 
reigning White Pine Confer- 
ence champ, burst 
Robichaud's playoff bubble 
Friday night with a 21-12 vic- 
tory over Coach Bob 
Yauck's Suburban Athletic 
Conference champs. 

“We gave it a good try,” 
said Yauck whose club 
needed the victory over the 
Class A team to muscle their 
way into the playoffs. “Un- 
fortunately, we just didn't 
make it.” 

Robichaud finished the 
1988 football campaign with 
a 6-3 record. Two of those 
losses, however, were by 
one point.

Rematch

Clerks work behind the election scenes

Voting is such an easy pro- 
cess. 

A few w r eeks before the elec- 
tion, one must register to vote. 

And then on election day, 
drive a few miles, draw the cur- 
tain and exercise your right as 
an American citizen. 

Isn't democracy great? 

But have you ever stopped to 
w r onder what it takes to stage 
an election? 

Who sets up the machines? 

How do the people behind the 
tables know what to do? 

Who adds up the votes? 

And who makes sure no one 
cheats? Someone could try to 
vote more than once. That 
could mean what's-his-name 
could end up in the White 
House. 

Don’t panic. Someone is in 
control. 

Just walk into any city 
clerk’s office in any city in the 
country and the answer will be 
right in front of you. 

“The role of a city clerk in an 


election?/' asked Westland 
Clerk Diane Rohraff. 

“We do pretty much every- 
thing. We train the workers 
that people see on election day, 
we make sure people are where 
they are supposed to be, we 
send out and collect absentee 
ballots, we add the votes up, we 
send the results to the county 
building, . , /* 

Pretty much everything. 

“A lot of people think these 
machines and the people who 
run elections just pop up on 
election day/' said Romulus 
City Clerk Linda Choate. 

“But it's a process that takes 
weeks of preparation. It's a 
very interesting process, and I 
think Wayne County has excel- 
lent elections because of the 
people involved and the work 
they put in." 

The clerk’s job begins well 
before election day with the 
handling of absentee ballots. 

A list is kept from previous 
elections of people who vote by 
absentee ballot. An absentee 
ballot is sent to those people 


and to anyone else who has re- 
quested the form. 

The clerk can’t open the bal- 
lots until the polls have closed 
on election day. 

“We have almost 800 absen- 
tee ballots right now and that’s 
a good indication that we will 
have a large turnout/ 1 said 
VVayne City Clerk Norma 
Collop. 

The clerk is also responsible 
for the training of election per- 
sonnel. 

An hour-long class is con- 
ducted by the clerk in which the 
workers are informed of their 
jobs and responsibilities be- 
fore, during and after the elec- 
tion. 

ih It's mostly a refresher 
course for many/ 1 Collop said. 
“We spend a little longer with 
people who are working their 
first election, and we also give 
any updates on anything new. 

“For example, this year we 
have a party preference form 
which people are urged to fill 

out/* 


The day of the election is not 
only a busy one for clerks, but a 
long one. 

“I am usually here around 
5:30 a.m. and, during a pres- 
idential election, I work until 
around midnight/' Rohraff 
said. 

“The precinct chairpeople 
arrive at 6 a. no. to pick up their 
supplies and we make sure 
they have everything. Some ar- 
rive even earlier to get a head 
start/' 

A common problem that 
chairpeople and the clerks 
must take care of is people who 
are at the wrong voting pre- 
cinct. 

“It happens quite a bit in 
Westland because the school 
district has different voting 
rules," Rohraff said. “People 
should follow the directions on 
the card sent out by the city not 
the school district/' 

When the polls close, the 
clerk is still working, adding up 
the results and preparing them 
to be sealed and sent in. 


Dog groomers are not ‘miracle workers’ 


Relieve it or not, there are 
times when I become completely 
baffled at situations which take 
place in the grooming room. 

I have said this before, but it 
still holds true. Groomers are the 
least respected people in almost 
any chosen profession. 

As is true in any field, there are 
good groomers and not-so-good 
groomers. There are groomers 
who do sloppy work and groom- 
ers who deserve a plaque for 
creativity. In order to find the 
grooming salon for you, you must 
shop around and ask around. 
Looking at recently groomed 
dogs can aid you in selecting the 
place to take your dog. 

Keep in mind, the groom is not 
a miracle worker. One cannot ex- 
pect a schnauzer to be styled to 
resemble a French poodle. Neith- 
er the body shape, head forma- 
tion or hair will accommodate 
that “new" look. Certain breeds 
were created for a purpose. 

The body structure and hair 
type are meant specifically for 
that breed. Slight variations are 



possible, but, no matter how hard 
the groomer tries, he cannot 
make wavy hair straight or silky 
hair course and stiff. So, don't ex- 
pect this when you are discussing 
which style you want for your 
dog. 

The biggest sore spot with any 
groomer is matted hair. The best 
way to describe a matted dog is to 
imagine gluing cotton balls all 
over the dog, attached right down 
to the skin. If any of you have 
tried to comb through a cotton 
ball, you will see it can’t be done. 

Yet, customers bring in a dog 
who hasn’t seen a comb or brush 
in six months, is matted all over 
and say, “There's a few mats be- 
hind his ears, but he's OK every- 
where else because I brush him 


everyday.’' 

The dog ends up stripped down, 
the owner is annoyed, threatens 
never to return but waits still 
another six months before having 
the dog groomed again - some- 
where else. 

People think nothing of paying 
any amount of money to have 
their hair styled by a beautician. I 
have yet to hear a customer in a 
beauty salon argue with the own- 
er about the price of his or her 
haircut. 

And I, for one, don't believe any 
beautician should be so insulted 
as to try to justify the prices. 

Yet, try charging $1 more for a 
groomed dog, and customers 
complain. It doesn't make sense. 
If the dog owner is charged $1 or 
$2 more for dog food, or a dog toy, 
does he complain? 

Please, when you are a first- 
time customer at a grooming 
salon, tell the groomer whether 
or not your dog will accept the 
grooming or will try to bite. Many 
customers, upon picking up their 
dog, will say, “Oh, did Fido give 


you any trouble? The last place 
he went to won't accept him any- 
more because he bit the 
groomer!" 

Then, others have asked 
whether the dog’s grooming, 
since the dog was too aggressive 
to complete, should be free. (I 
think the next time I get a hair- 
cut, I will bite the beautician's 
hand, hard, and ask if my poor 
behavior warrants a free cut.) 
The people at Shear Creations 
would do well to charge me dou- 
ble, before kicking me out. 

Try to understand that your 
dog's groomer works hard, physi- 
cally laboring to make your dog 
look best. The groomer works 
with razor-sharp tools on a mov- 
ing object. It isn't easy, and it 
takes time, patience and a de- 
dication to animals, which should 
be appreciated, not taken for 
granted. Right, Alray?

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Proposals: Voters decide fate of issues at many levels

Voters in western Wayne 
County heading to the polls 
Nov. 8 will find a confusing 
array of ballot issues facing 
them 

Following is a synopsis of the 
ballot issues on the county* 
state and local levels: 

Wayne County 
Proposals 

■ Gambling - A proposal to 
prohibit gambling throughout 
the entire county, in the face of a 
recent rejection by Detroit vo- 
ters of the gambling issue. 

The gambling proposal asks 
voters, “If any form of gamb- 
ling is prohibited in Detroit, the 
county seat, should that ban ex- 
tend throughout the county?” 

■ Special-education millage - 
The Wayne County Intermedi- 
ate School District is seeking an 
annual tax rate increase of 1 
mill for special-education fund- 
ing in Wayne County. 

Proponents of the millage say 
shortfalls in Act 18 revenue are 
becoming increasingly in- 
adequate to meet center prog- 
ram costs. 

Opponents say it is one more 
tax increase they don't need. 

State proposals 

■ Proposal A - This proposal 
would restrict use of tax funds for 
abortion for people receiving 
public assistance. Adversaries of 
the proposal say it will cost the 
state millions in increased wel- 
fare costs, as unwanted children 
will have to be supported by the 


state. They say it would limit 
health benefits, such as abortion, 
to those w ho could afford it. 

Proponents of the proposal call 
tax-funded abortion a '‘misuse of 
tax dollars” and claim that not 
one state which has ended the 
practice has experienced a signi- 
ficant increase in welfare costs. 

■ Proposal B - This proposal 
would include crime victims' 
rights in the state Constitution. 
The crime victims' rights, as 
worded in the proposal, would be 
the right to be treated with fair- 
ness and respect* be reasonably 
protected from the accused, be 
notified of court proceedings, 
attend trials, confer with pro- 
secution and make a statement to 
the court during sentencing pro- 
ceedings. 

The proposal would also pro- 
vide that information regarding 
conviction, sentencing, imprison- 
ment and release of the accused 
be given to the victim. 

■ Proposal 0 - One of two prop- 
osals (C and D) providing $800 
million for a comprehensive en- 
vironmental bonding package. 
Proposal C would provide $600 
million to protect the environ- 
ment. Of the $660 million targeted 
for the environment, $425 would

be spent on the cleanup of toxic 
waste sites in the state, $150 mil- 
lion would be spent for solid- 
waste disposal projects, $60 mil- 
lion would go toward the upgrad- 
ing or building of sewage treat- 
ment facilities in the state and $25 
million would be targeted for pro- 
tecting the environmental in- 
tegrity of the Great Lakes. 

The bonding issue would not re- 
sult in a tax increase, 

■ Proposal D - The second part 
of the environmental bond issue 
would provide $140 million for re- 
creational needs* an amount to be 
split evenly between the upgrad- 
ing of the state park system and 
the financing of local, tourism- 
related community parks and 
programs. 

Local proposals 

■ In Canton Township, voters 
will be asked to approve a 1.2- mill 
tax levy to build and operate a 
$7.9 million multi-use community 
center. 

The proposed multi-use center 
would be approximately 78,000 
square feet in size. Major fea- 
tures of the facility include a 25- 
meter swimming pool, with di-

4,5 mills in 1988-89 and 2 mills in 
1989-90 and 1990-91 if the millage 
issue is approved. 

■ In Sumpter Township* voters 
are being asked to support a four- 
year, 2. 5- mill tax increase for 
police protection (Proposal i) and 
a three-year, 1-mill tax increase 
for an environmental protection 
fund (Proposal 2), 

Voters can plan 
for 1992 election 

Voters heading to the polls 
Nov. 8 win be given the opportun- 
ity to declare their political-party 
preference, as part of the Pres- 
idential Primary Law, which 
took effect Sept. 1 in Michigan, 

Under Public Act 275, Michi- 
gan will be the site of a closed 
presidential primary, to allow vo- 
ters to participate in the presiden- 
tial nomination process. The new 
law requires voters to declare a 


political-party preference to be 
eligible to vote in the presidential 
primary. 

Voters who do not declare their 
political-party preference at 
least 30 days before the presiden- 
tial primary will not be allowed 
to vote in the primary. The pres- 
idential primary, which will be 
staged the third Tuesday of 
March in presidential-election 
years, will be staged for the first 
time in Michigan March 17, 1992, 

The form requests the voter's 
name, address, county and city 
or township of residence and date 
of birth. It also requests the vo- 
ter's driver license or personal- 
identification card number. 
However, declaration of that 
number is not required in order to 
vote in the primary. 

Voters must declare that they 
are Democratic, Republican or 
have no party preference.

Local workers 
are backbone 
of campaigns 

Names such as George Bush and 
Michael Dukakis are in the news dai- 
ly, Their political campaigns are 
watched and attacked, as are their 
platforms and ideals. 

But neither candidate could expect 
even marginal support ucithout the 
names that aren't in the news often. 
Yes, the Laura BodeUs, the Frank 
Moores, Shirley Gilberts and Milton 
Kolarovs. It is these people who are 
the backbone of the national cam- 
paigns, and it is these behind-the- 
scenes election workers who de- 
serve a spot in the limelight. 

We canvassed the area recently 
and found a group of hard-working, 
behind-the-scenes elections workers 
worthy of recognition and praise. 
True, all eyes won't turn when these 
folks walk in the room -as they would 
for George Bush or Michael Dukakis 
- but it is these workers who truly 
deserve the credit for a never-ending 
political campaign. 

Student stumps for 


Laura Bod ell, a senior at Ply- 
mouth-Canton High School, is a cam- 
paign volunteer for state Sen. Lana 
Pollack (D-Ann Arbor), 

As such, Bodeil often finds her free 
time filled with rolls of paper, paint 
and telephone interviews. 

Working behind the scenes during a 
general election can be tedious and 
unrewarding in the material sense, 
but all that is balanced off, Bodeil 
said, by the feeling that election work- 
ers are part of an effort that will hope- 
fully change society for the better. 

"I love it/* Bodeil said. T love it 
because women don't have a lot of 
representation in Congress.” 

Bodeil began working for Pollack 
approximately one month ago, fol- 
lowing a rally which she attended 
with fellow student Kim Kessler, 
Bodeil was so impressed by what she 
observed, she immediately volun- 
teered to help. 

As part of her duties, she has helped 


to conduct a voter-identification 
drive, using the telephone. 

11 We called the voters, asking them, 
"Are you a Democrat or a Republi- 
can?' " she said. “We also asked 
them, "Are you planning on support- 
ing I^ana Pollack?* ” 

How many voters did the volun- 
teers call? 

"Twenty-five thousand/ 1 Bodeil 
said 

Her votes aren’t absent 

Pat Stuky, of Van Buren Township, 
is one of the few individuals who can 
boast that she votes more than once - 
legally - in every election. 

Stuky, the chairman of an absen- 
tee-voter precinct, casts multiple 
votes to record the selections submit- 
ted on the absentee ballots. She and 
the five other women, who work on 
the absentee ballot count, are careful 
to record each vote accurately and 
confidentially to ensure the voters 1 
right to a secret ballot. 

Although she has been an election 
worker for only 14 years, Stuky is in- 
troduced by Van Buren Township 
Clerk Delphine Dudick as the worker 
"with 100 years of experience," 
Dudick praised Stuky for her excel- 
lent work and ability to handle the 
difficult task of the absentee counting 
- "the toughest job* 1 at the polls. 

Stuky*s work is different from that 
conducted in the regular polling pre- 
cincts, she said, because the workers 
are locked in the absentee ballot room 
until the polls are officially closed. 

M A police officer takes our lunch 
order and delivers it to us,” Stuky 
said. "Years ago, we had to call for a 
police escort* to bring us to the rest 
room, but, now, we have one avail- 
able.” 

Stucky noted that, in this election, 
the ballot will consist of six separate 
pieces of paper. After she receives the 
ballots from the township clerk, 
Stuky and her staff will verify that all 
six pieces of each ballot are there. If 
not, she will note which section is mis- 
sing - each ballot piece must be 
accounted for in the election poll 
book. 

The election workers also must list 
everyone who received and returned 
an absentee ballot and "account for 
every piece of paper sent out/* Stuky 
said, adding that, after the number of 


ballot pieces are verified, the voting 
number is tom off the ballot so that 
die voters cannot be identified. 

The ballots arc verified, counted 
and sealed before the election work- 
ers 1 day is com ole ted. 

One of Sluky's most unpleasant 
tasks is to invalidate a ballot or part of 
a ballot, she said. 

"During the primary, most of the 
mistakes are made by people who in- 
correctly split their ticket or who cast 
a write-in vote but fail to mark an 'X 1 
by the name/* Stuky said, "Now, we 
can accept a check mark as valid, 
but, at one time, those had to be in- 
validated. 

Stuky. a 25-year township resident, 
had only once voted by absentee bal- 
lot before she took her post in 1974. 
Consequently, she was surprised to 
learn how much is involved in the 
casting and tabulating of the absentee 
ballots, 

"It's fascinating/ 1 Stuky said, *Tve 
always been interested in govern- 
ment, and 1 enjoy this very much/ 1 

Voting times have 
changed 

Milton Kolarov remembers when 
ballots were counted by hand. 

"That's when we used to have to 
stay up all night long, ” said Kolarov, 
who has spent more than 10 years 
working on election day, including 
four years as precinct chairperson at 
Hoover Elementary School, in 
Wayne. 

But times have changed. 

"These days, we use a punch bal- 
lot,” he said. "And all we do is collect 
them at the end of the election and 
put them into a computer. 

"It s much easier and doesn't take 
very long.” 

As a precinct chairperson, Kolarov 
is responsible for several election-day 
duties, including awakening early. 

"We arrive at city hall around 6 
a.m. and pick up materials, such as 
poll books, a registration voting list 
and other things we need to operate 
an election,” Kolarov said. 

"The Department of Public Works 
will bring the machines over, and we 
set them up/* 

Then, the day begins.

Government: Voters are not aware of

Americans, in general, are 
starting to know less and less 
about the government which 
serves them. 

Some local educators blame 
the political parties for provid- 
ing a lack of information dur- 
ing crucial election years. 

In his book titled Cultural Li- 
teracy , author E.D. Hirsch Jr. 
cites the following example of 
“youthful ignorance” in the 
area of American civics. 

“I have not yet found one 
single student in Los Angeles, 
in either college or high school, 
who could tell me the years 
when World War II was fought. 

“Only two could approx- 
imately identify Thomas Jef- 
ferson. Only one could place 
the date of the Declaration of 
Independence. None could 
name even one of the first 10 
amendments to the Constitu- 
tion or connect them with the 
Bill of Rights ” 

Hirsch further cited a 1978 re- 
port by the National Assess- 
ment of Educational Progress 
which showed that "children's 
knowledge of American civics 
had dropped significantly be- 


tween 1969 and 1976. 11 

Ron Brown, professor of poli- 
tical science at Eastern Michi- 
gan University, said that less 
than 10 percent of the Amer- 
ican public knows about dele- 
gates or the electoral college. 

"People are taught all that/ 1 
he said, "but they don't retain 
it.” 

Brown said that, although 
most people remain ignorant of 
the subtleties of the election 
process, most voters do have 
enough information to make a 
rational choice. 

"Television could be a good 
source of information for the 
electorate,” Brown said, "but 
the candidates and the political 
parties don't use it as effective- 
ly as they could. 

"During this election, there 
has been no information given 
by either presidential candi- 
date,” he continued. "There’s 
been a lot of negative cam- 
paigning.” 

In terms of general interest 
in public affairs, in 1986, 24 per- 
cent of all Americans said they 
follow what’s going on in gov- 
ernment "only now and then/' 
and 35 percent said they follow 
what's going on "some of the 
time,” according to poll by 


American National Election 
Studies, Center for Political 
Studies, Institute for Social Re- 
search at the University of 
Michigan. 

In the same poll, 33 percent of 
the respondents said they were 
"not much interested” in the 
current campaign, 44 percent 
said they were "somewhat in- 
terested," and 23 percent said 
they were ‘‘very much in- 
terested.” 

At Plymouth-Canton Com- 
munity Schools, students are 
very interested in identifying 
the candidates and the issues 
surrounding the upcoming 
Nov, 8 general election. 

Audrey Etienne, a social stu- 
dies teacher at Plymouth- 
Canton High School, encour- 
ages her students to learn as 
much as they can about gov- 
ernment, 

"People should be involved, 
be part of the system,” Etienne 
said. "In the last school mil- 
lage election, the voter turnout 
was 10 to 15 percent/ 1 she con- 
tinued. * *The best we get is 50 to 
60 percent. Obviously, we have 
a great deal of apathy. Apathy 
doesn't breed democracy.*' 

Students in Mike McCauley's 
government class, at Ply- 


mouth-Canton, don't have a 
chance to become apathetic. 
McCauley oversees a program 
called "Close Up,” which gives 
students the opportunity to be- 
come intimately associated 
with all aspects of government, 
good or otherwise. 

"We went over everything 
that's in government and poli- 
tics/ 1 said Dave Mickel, one of 
McCauley's students. "We look 
at state, local and the federal 
government. The highlight is 
going to Washington, D.C. We 
got to see the libraries, our rep- 
resentatives, the Congress, the 
Senate.” 

McCauley invites guest 
speakers to the classroom, in- 
cluding individuals represent- 
ing local government and indi- 
viduals espousing less com- 
monly known philosophies, 
such as Socialism and Com- 
munism. 

"By the time they get done 
with me, they're real in- 
formed,** said Brooke Dis- 
brow, social studies teacher at 
Plymouth-Salem. "We discuss 
Congress, the presidency, the 
judicial branch. I talk some ab- 
out state government. We do a 
big thing on local govern- 
ment.”

Kolarov . one of five inspectors 
at Hoover, is responsible for the 
other inspectors and makes sure 
everythin# runs smoothly. 

He is also there to make sure 
people are in the right places. 

During a light election, we 
have around 15 people who aren’t 
allowed to vote because they are 
at the WTOng precinct. 1 1 he said. 

“I expect at least 50 this year, 
because it’s a presidential elec- 
tion. 11 

Decades of 
voting service 

It is the man and woman be- 
hind the scenes that make our 
system work. 

One such person is Doris 
Lyons, 

For nearly one-quarter of a 
century. Lyons has been ready to 
serve the electorate of the city of 
Inkster First, she was a precinct 
inspector. Now, she is a chair- 
man. 

"I love people, and I love to get 
involved,” said Lyons, widow of 
the former political activist and 
union leader, Ernest Lyons. 
"Elections have always fascin- 
ated me. But one thing that's so 
discouraging is that few of us par- 
ticipate in the election process. 

‘‘It's a right that some take for 
granted, and it’s unfortunate 
some voters don't realize that 
their vote does count." 

As a precinct chairman, Lyons 
is responsible for the voting 
machines, to see that they are 
functioning properly and, if there 
are any challenges, to be ready to 
come up with answers. 

During a 25-year span when 
she has served at voting pre- 
cincts, Lyons said she has never 
encountered any serious prob- 
lems. 

"People are sometimes frus- 
trated or nervous, but it's nothing 
that you can't work out. The sys- 
tem is simple, and that’s what’s 
good about it,' 1 she said. 


Road dark is essential 

On election day, the work be- 
gins at approximately 5:30 a m. 
and continues into the night for a 
road clerk. 

“They are a big part of the elec- 
tion. They are always around and 


available when needed." said 
Linda Choate, Romulus city 
clerk. 

Shirley Gilbert, road clerk for 
Romulus, explained that her job. 
essentially, is to help ensure that 
each precinct runs smoothly on 
election day. 

Next Tuesday, Gilbert and two 
other road clerks will arrive at 
Romulus City Hall by 5:30a.m. to 
supply the election chairmen 
with poll books, which are lists of 
the registered voters in the city. 

The remainder of their day will 
include trips back and forth to the 
19 standing precincts in Romu- 
lus, Gilbert said. 

Road clerks make sure voting 
machines are working properly - 
sometimes, repairmen are called 
in when a swift kick does not help 
- and keep precincts well sup- 
plied with materials. 

“It's interesting. Vou meet a 
lot of different people, 1 ’ she said. 
“1 think anybody can handle it. 11 

Politics is inherited 

Politics and community activ- 
ism, in general, are m one West- 
land senior citizen's blood. 

Frank Moore, 74, first became 
active in politics when the late 
"Soapy” Williams ran for gov- 
ernor. Since that time, he and his 
wife, Julie, have remained ac- 
tive, 

"This is a great country, and I 
help in any way I can,” Moore 
said. 

Moore is a Canadian by birth, 
but he is a naturalized American 
citizen. 

He does everything he can to 
help with elections, by showing 
support for the side he believes in 
most. Moore stuffs envelopes 
with campaign literature. He 
seals and labels the envelopes. 
He takes telephone calls and goes 
door to door, delivering news 
from his candidates. 

Moore doesn’t just work for the 
guy at the top of the political lad- 
der, but he shows support for 
each person on every wrung. 

Moore and his wife head for the 
campaign headquarters first 
thing in the morning and remain 
there the entire day - doing what- 
ever needs to be done. 

"I like lo keep busy, and this is 
a worthwhile way to do that,” 
Moore said.

Chocolate bourbon 
cake 

2 cups butter 
f cup sugar 
1 cup powdered sugar 
1 dozen eggs, separated 
4 ounces unsweetened choco- 
late, melted 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 cup chopped pecans (or 
almonds) 

1 dozen double tadytingers 
1 pound dry Italian macaroons 
(approximately 4 dozen), 
broken and soaked in 1 cup 
bourbon 

1 1/2 cups heavy cream, 
whipped 


Cream butter and sugars until 
light and fluffy. Beat egg yolks 
until light and blend into butter 
mixture. Beat in chocolate, add 
vanilla and nuts. Beat egg whites 
until stiff but not dry, fold into 
chocolate mixture. Line a 10-inch 
springform pan around sides and 
bottom with split ladyfingers. 
Alternate layers of soaked maca- 
roons and choclate mixture over 
ladyfingers.

Firefighters are 
also master cooks

B y 5 pm., the kitchen in the 
Wayne Fire Department is 
comfortably cluttered with 
bags of groceries, boxes of 
muffin mix, simmering vegtables and 
six firemen battling for a burner. 

Whether the men cook individual 
meals or prepare something for the 
whole shift, fire-station cooking is nev- 
er boring. 

One challenge for the six men is shar- 
ing one oven with a six-burner stove 
when each decides to prepare his own 
meal. 

“If anyone has a six-burner stove for 
sale, we'd be interested,” said Lt, Fred 
Gill, jokingly. 

Nevertheless, the men have not 
found sharing the kitchen to be a “real 
problem.” 

“If you can't work in close quarters 
with each other, you can't do a job like 
this,” he said. 

Some days, the challenge is more in 
the eating than the preparing of meals. 
Gill recalled one beginner who tried to 
make his wife's recipe for chicken and 
dumplings for the whole shift. The 
chicken was all right, but he ended with 
one huge dumpling. 

Most of the group meals at the station 
are prepared on weekends and holi- 
days. Every Saturday, someone pre- 
pares a brunch, complete with tradi- 
tional eggs, pane tikes, bacon and hash 
browns. 

After the experience of preparing 
meals for others and sharing a re- 
latively small kitchen, the staff mem- 
bers have developed a certain wisdom 
about cooking. 

What's necessary for success when 
cooking for others? 

“Patience and the ability to take 
constructive criticism lightly/' said 
fireman Rob Dahlman. 

Gill is conscious about not oversea* 
soning the food, since it must satisfy a 
variety of tastes. 

He also suggests “keeping it 
simple.” 

Most of the men borrow recipes that 
have been handed down in their fami- 
lies or used by their wives. In the sum- 
mer, recipes using the men's gas grill 
are especially popular. 

Other popular recipes are those sup- 
plied by the sportsmen in the group 
who occasionally bring in fish they've 
caught, or venison. One of those recipes 
follows. 


Venison 

2 pounds venison (neatly trimmed, cut 
In bite-size pieces) 

2 green peppers (cut In large pieces) 

1 Spanish onion (cut In large pieces) 

1 large can chunked pineapple 
(drained) 

1 bottle sweet and sour sauce 

Rice 

Before starting, marinate venison to 
taste in equal parts of soy sauce and Ita- 
lian dressing. 


Brown venison in margarine or butter 
in large pan. Drain off excess liquid. Add 
green pepper and onion, stirring occa- 
sionally. Add pineapple and stir in sweet- 
and-sour sauce. Spread over bed of rice. 
Season to taste. Recipe also works well 
with chicken or beef. 

The following recipes have been contri- 
buted by Alex Stevenson, of the Inkster 
Fire Department. Usually, the men from 
his shift “elect" a different cook each day 
based on the cook f s specialty , the men’s 
cravings and the amount of money avail- 
able for groceries. 


Enchaladas 

2 pounds gound beef 
2 finely chopped onions 
2 mild chilli peppers, cut Into small 
pieces 

1 14-ounce can stewed tomatoes 
Dash of cumin 
1 14-ounce can pinto beans 
4 tablespoons vegetable oil 
1 cup catsup 

1 tablespoon chilli powder 

2 tablespoons flour 
12 flour tortillas 

1 pound grated cheese 

Saute 1/2 chilli pepper, 1/3 onion until 
tender in large skillet. Add beef. Cook un- 
til brown. In separate pan, heat beans in 2 
tablespoons of hot oil. Add catsup, chili 
powder, 2 tablespoons water. Bring to 
boil until beans break down. Set aside. 
On flat tortillas, spread meat mixture on 
one half, bean mixture on the other half. 
Fold closed. Place in greased Dutch 
oven, cover with sauce and grated 
cheese. If desired, also top with crushed 
tortilla chips. Bake at 350 degrees 30 mi* 
nutes. 

For sauce, heat, in 2 tablespoons oil, 
remaining chilli pepper, onion, flour and 
stewed tomatoes. Simmer 10 to 15 mi- 
nutes. 

Sweet and sour chicken 

Equal parts of the following for sauce: 

Water 

Vinegar 

Sugar 

Catsup 

3 chickens (boned, cut in bite-size 
pieces) 

1 cup flour 

1 package frozen oriental vegetables 
(cooked and drained) 

Lightly bread chicken pieces in flour 
(add seasoning to flour according to taste). 
Stir fry in wok or frying pan on high heat 
When chicken pieces are tender, spread 
over bed of rice. Spread hot oriental 
vegetables on chicken. Then, pour on he- 
ated sauce mixture. 


Hot croissant sandwich 

1 croissant 
Oven-safe plate 
Tomato slices 

Strips of ham, turkey, bacon 
Strips of monterey, Swiss cheese 

Place croissant on oven-proof plate. 
Cover with thin slices of meat and 
cheese. Cook in 350-degree oven for 
approximately 5 minutes. Cheese 
should begin to melt- Top with blue 
cheese.
